‘No eating, drinking or smoking’ 


Rule ignored by many

“No smoking. No drinking. 
No eating.” 

Signs like this are posted in 
virtually every classroom ‘at 
Rancho Santiago College. 
But according to instructors 
and students, munching and 
sipping still go on. 

Faculty and students are 
split over whether the eating 
and drinking rules should be 
enforced. However. most 
agree smoking should be 
prohibited in the classroom. 

Political science instructor 
David Hartman says. “In a 
night class, when I have to 
give a lecture for 1-1 2 hours, 
it is comtortable to have a 
drink. It makes it easier to 
talk.” Yet Hartman said he 
has occasionally been 
irritated when a student spills 
a drink in his classroom. 

Other teachers enforce the 
rule. “I discourage students by 
telling them that it is a school 
policy, and they should obey 
it.” says Neil Benner,a French 
teacher. 


Most instructors agreed 
that it should be obeyed, yet 
they say they do not make a 
big issue out of it. 

The custodial staff, 
however, wishes they would 
make a big issue out of it. “I’ve 
seen teachers smoking in 
classrooms. They are not 
setting a good example for 


students,’’ says Don 
Lovelady, custodial manager. 
Lovelady, a college 
employee for over 30 years. 
savs there has always been 
soo... sort of restriction, but 
doesn’t know exactly where 
the rule originated. “They've 
had that rule*for as long as | 
can remember, and it has 
never really been enforced.” 
Other college officials were 
uncertain when the rule was 
initially imposed. According 
to Rhonda Langston. 
secretary to the RSCCD 
Board of Trustees, the rule 
was notinitiated by the board. 
and she could find no mention 
of itin board documents. 
“Its always been that way 


so. that’s the way it) ts.” 


commented Don McCain. 
dean of Students. 


Where the rule got its roots 
may be unclear, but many 
instructors’ have followed it 
for years. 

“T have been teaching for 14 
years, and | have always 
enforced it.” said Henry 
Merlan, a marketing, retailing 
and sales instructor. “If other 
professors do not do it. that is 
their business.” 

Students are divided over 
the rule. Many of those 
interviewed believe the rule is 
unnecessary. However, some 
say it is needed and should be 
enforced. 

Rene Byrd, a 21-year-old 
student, says she likes the rule 


because she is here to learn—- 
not to smell cigarette smoke 
or hear people eating. 

Kirby Matter, anemployee 
in admissions, shares Byrd’s 
beliefs. “I think the rule is 
good, primarily because the 
desks are not set up to handle 
food or drink.” Matter also 
said that often times cups of 
coffee are set on the floor and 
spill. 

Pete Renteria,.a 21-year- 
old psychology major, said he 
does not think it is necessary 
to enforce the rule “as long as 
students pick up the mess and 
the trash.” 

A similar) viewpoint. is 
shared by Psychology 
mmstructor Courtland 
Holdgrafer who does not 
entorce the rule.“T haven ’t had 
any complaints trom the 
custodians regarding my class 
leaving a mess in the 
classroom.” 

“T understand there ts 
justification to the rule to 
maintain the classrooms and 
keep the campus clean,” says 
Holdgrafer, adding. “If 1 
receive a complaint from the 
custodials | would enforce it.” 

Custodian Lovelady has 
been complaining for years. 
“They leave a terribe mess for 
custodians, they spill Cokes 
and leave trash,” he said. “Our 
department has tried to get 
that rule enforced, but it has 
never happened and probably 
never will happen...1 don't 
expect any miracles.”

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Injuries plague Dons 
wrestling team

The Rancho Santiago 
College wrestling team will 
have its hands full Saturday 
when it competes at the E] 
Camino Tournament. 

Not only will most of the 
op teams in California be 
darticipating in the all-day 
-ourney. the Dons will be 
zoing in short-handed. 

Three of Rancho’s starting 
wrestlers, Mike Larkin, Andy 
Moyer. and Hank Brown, 
nave been slowed by injuries. 

Larkin, who was fourth in 
CF at Irvine. High last year in 
the’ 142-pound class, is out 
with a shoulder injury. 

“His shoulder dislocates all 
the time.” said coach Gary de 
Beaubien. “That really hurts 
us. He might be gone for the 
season.” 

Moyer, another Irvine 
High graduate who was 
fourth in CIF in the 
heavyweight class, underwent 
arthroscopic surgery on his 
knee last Thursday. His status 
is questionable. 

“When we get him healthy, 
we'll be a lot stronger,” said de 
Beaubien. 

Brown, who was starting in 
the 16l-pound class, was 
injured in a scrimmage two 
weeks ago against Moorpark. 

“We'll be making some 
adjustments in our lineup,” 
said de Beaubien. “I think 
we'll be much stronger as the 
season progresses. 

“With only 10 weight 
classes, if you havea couple of 
injuries, it makes you weak all 
of the sudden until those key 
people get back in the lineup. 
That’s where we're kind of 
hurting now. 

“Until they get healthy, the 
other guys are gonna have to 
pull all the weight. I feel we'll 


be a much better team in the

injuries.” 

Despite the injuries, the 
Dons opened their schedule 
on Wednesday, Oct. 9, witha 
22-22 tie against L.A. Pierce. 

One might consider that an 
accomplishment for a team 
that was competing in its first 
match in two seasons and has 
been decimated by injuries. 
But not de Beaubien. 

“No, | wasn’t pleased,” 
admitted de Beaubien. “I 
thought we should have won 
It. 

“We had L.A. Pierce down, 
15-0,“ he added. “And then we 
just slowly let our lead trickle 
away.” 

The Dons jumped out to 
that lead on the stength of 
victories by Israel Chavez 
(12l-pound class), Thanh 
Tran (129-pound class) and 
Frank Lake (137-pound 
class). Tran’s victory came on 
a pin only 29 seconds into his 
match. 

But L.A. Pierce rallied to 
win five of the next seven 
matches to force the tie. 

"We're just really a young 
team.“ said de Beaubien. 
"We're all freshmen. We’re 
gonna be taking some lumps 
this year.“ 

Wilbur Valencia (161- 
pound class), who moved up 
from the 153-pound class to 
replace Brown, and Rob 
Luman (180-pound class) 
recorded the other victories 
for Rancho. 

Last Saturday, the Dons 
took part in the Cuesta 
Tournament and came away 
with some individual 
standout performances. 

Tran, who was second in 
CIF at Saddleback High last 
year, took sixth place in his 
weight class. Valencia, second 
in CIF at Laguna Hills High 
last year in the 150-pound 
class, also brought home a 
sixth place.
